the proprietor, driver or conductor in whose possession such license and 
the ticket thereunto belonging shall then be, to deliver up the same; and 
every proprietor, driver or conductor, who, being so required, shall refuse 
,5 or neglect to deliver up such license and any such ticket, or either of 
them, shall forfeit, so often as he shall be so required and refuse or 
neglect as aforesaid, the sum of Five Pounds ; and the Justice shall 
forthwith send such license and ticket to the Commissioners, who 
shall cancel such license if it lias been revoked by the Justice, or if it 
10 has been suspended, shall, at the end of the time for which it shall 
have been suspended, re-deliver such license, with the ticket, to the 
person to whom it was granted. 

And be it Enacted, That every driver or conductor authorized by N oi»S„t» 

any proprietor to act as driver of any hackney or other carriage as 08 lh ' iver 
1.5 aforesaid, or as driver or conductor of any metropolitan stage-carriage ring® without 
or omnibus, who shall suffer any other person to act as driver of such SS'’ 
hackney or other carriage, or as driver or conductor of such metropo- 
litan stage-carriage or omnibus, without the consent of the proprietor 
thereof, and also every person, whether duty licensed or not, who shall 
20 act as driver or as conductor of any such carriage without the consent 
of the proprietor thereof, shall forfeit the sum of Forty Shillings ; and 
every driver or conductor charged with such offence, who, when 
required by a J ustice of the Peace so to do, shall not truly make known 
the name and place of abode of the person so suffered by him to act as 
25 driver or conductor without consent of the proprietor, aud also the 
number of the ticket of such person (if licensed), shall be liable to a 
further penalty of Forty Shillings ; and it shall he lawful for any 
police constable, without any warrant for that purpose, to take into 
custody any person unlawfully acting as a driver or as a conductor, 

30 and to convey him before any Justice of the Peace, to be dealt with 
according to law, and also, if necessary, to take charge of the carriage 
and every horse in charge of such person, and to deposit the same in 
some place of safe custody until the same can be applied for by the 
proprietor. 

35 And be it Enacted, That every driver of a hackney-carriage or PuniahLnt 
other carriage as aforesaid, or driver or conductor of a metropolitan 
stage-carriage or omnibus, who shall be guilty of wanton or furious 
driving, or who by carelessness or wilful misbehaviour shall cause any 
hurt or damage to any person or property being in any street or high- 
40 way, and also every driver or conductor who during his employment 
shall be drunk, or shall make use $f any insulting or abusive lan- 
guage, or shall be guilty of any insulting gesture or any misbehaviour, 
shall for every such offence forfeit the sum of Three Pounds ; or it 
shall be lawful for the Justice before whom such complaint shall be 
5 ^ 3 * C brought, 
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brought, if in his discretion he shall think proper, instead of inflicting 
such penalty, forthwith to commit the offender to prison for any period 
not exceeding Two calendar Months, with or without hard labour, as the 
Justice shall direct ; and in every case where any such hurt or damage 
shall have been caused, the Justice, upon the hearing of the complaint, r- 
may adjudge, as and for compensation to any party aggrieved as afore- 
said, a sum not exceeding Five Pounds , and may order the proprietor 
of the hackney-carriage or metropolitan stage-carriage, the driver or 
conductor of which shall have caused such hurt or damage, forthwith to 
pay such sum, and also such costs as shall have been incurred, aud 10 
payment thereof may be enforced against such proprietor as any 
penalty or sum of money may be recovered under and by virtue of 
this Act ; and any sum which shall be so paid by the proprietor shall 
in like manner he recovered in a summary way before a Justice of the 
Peace from the driver or conductor through whose default such sum 15 
shall have been paid, upon proof of the payment thereof, pursuant to 
the order of the Justice, or it shall be lawful for the Justice in the first 
instance to adjudge the amount of such compensation to be paid by 
such driver or conductor to the party aggrieved. 

And be it Enacted, That in every case where there shall be more 20 
than one proprietor of any hackney or other carriage as aforesaid or 
metropolitan stage-carriage or omnibus, it shall be sufficient, in any 
information, summons, order, conviction, warrant, or any other 
proceeding under the provisions of this Act, or of the said recited Act, 
of the reign of his late Majesty, to name one of such proprietors 25 
without reference to any other or others of them, and to describe and 
proceed against him as if he were sole proprietor. 

And be it Enacted, That all penalties incurred under this Act may 
be recovered in like manner and subject to like penalties as penalties 
under the provisions of the said recited Act of the fifth year of the 30 
reign of Her Majesty, and it shall be lawful for any Justice of the 
Peace by whom any person shall be convicted of any offence under 
this Act, or under the said recited Act of the thirty-seventh year of 
the reign of King George the Third, or any Act or Acts amending the 
same, or relating to hackney or other carriages as aforesaid, or under 35 
any rules, orders, bye-laws or regulations made pursuant to the said 
Acts or any of them, to lessen the penalty or term of imprisonment in 
such manner as he may think fit. 

AND whereas many frauds, abuses and irregularities are committed 
in the hay and straw markets, and other markets in Dublin ; for 40 
remedy thereof, BE it Enacted, That from and after the passing of 
this Act, it shall and may be lawful for the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
and the said Commissioners of Police for the time being, or any Two 

of 
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of them, by writing under their hands and seals, from time to time to Dublin, and 
make such rules and regulations as shall not be repugnant to law, and 
as they shall deem fit and necessary, for the better order and mode of r b i“4f°of“ 
conducting the business of the said hay and straw markets and other 
5 public markets in Dublin, and for the prevention of frauds therein, rSoto” 1, 
and for authorizing the seizure, detention, inspection or weighing! 
for the detection or prevention of frauds, any hay, straw, goods o! 
wares, or the carts, carriages or vehicles whereon the same may be 
laden, in or near, or going to or from the said markets, and from time 
10 to time to repeal or alter such rules or regulations, and to impose such 
reasonable penalties as they shall think fit, not exceeding Five 
Founds, or forfeitures of any such goods not exceeding the value of 
Five Pounds, for the breach of any such rules or regulations, which 
penalties or forfeitures shall and may be recovered in like manner 
15 and subject to like provisions as any penalties or forfeitures may 
be recovered under the said recited Act of the fifth year of Her 
Majesty’s reigS, and shall be applied as they shall direct for the 
improvement of such respective markets ; provided that such rules 
or regulations shall be so framed as to allow the Justice or Justices 
20 before whom any such penalty or forfeiture shall be sought to be 
recovered, to order the whole or a part only of such penalty or for- 
feiture to be paid or recovered : Provided also, That by any such 
rules and regulations, provision shall and may be made for the annual 
licensing, by the said Lord Mayor and the said Commissioners of 
25 Police for the tune being, or any Two of them, of all salesmastcrs or 
factors in the said markets respectively, upon payment of a fee not 
exceeding Ta 1 Shillings, and for the annual licensing of all porters or 
carriers employed therein, upon payment of a fee not exceeding Two 
Shillings, such fees to be applied for the improvement of such respec- 
30 rive markets, and for the annulling of any such licenses for mis- 
conduct: Provided always, That no such rules or regulations, or 
any repeal or alteration thereof, shall be of any force until such rule, 
regulation, repeal or alteration thereof shall have been approved in 
writing under the hand or hands of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 

35 Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being: Provided also, Pmfe.to 

That it shall not be lawful for any salesmaster or factor in any such 
market to be or to act as a weighmaster therein, or as clerk of such 
market, or for any person, in any manner or under any pretence what- 
soever, to carry on the business, office or employment of a weigh- 
40 master in any such market, or 0/ clerk of the market, upon the pre- 
mises of or any. premises held under any salesmaster or factor in 
such market ; and in case of any offence by any salesmaster, factor, 
weighmaster or clerk of the market against this provision, such person 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding Five Pounds, to be recovered 
and applied as last aforesaid : Provided also, That it shall be lawful 
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for the said Commissioners of Police to authorize the employment of 
any Constables of the said police force in the enforcement of any 
such rules and regulations as aforesaid.
